“The capitalists are the criminals 
responsible for this chaos. They are 
unable to mask the devils of their 
own creation.” 

The blood-éurdling incantations wil} 
amsert that the only salvation is so- 
cialism, as understood by the “Spar- 
tacides.” If the proletarians of all 
nations would unite, it is set forth, 
they would make peace within a
